UNITED STATES WELCOMES AUSTRALIAN TRADE LIBERALIZATION 


The United States welcomes the action, effective February 23, of the Government of 
Australia as a result of which products comprising about 90% of Australia’s imports, 
worth about $1.8 billion annually, are free of quota restrictions. This move follows steps 
taken last August 1 and December 1 by which Australia removed discriminatory quota 
restrictions against dollar goods from all except two commodities. 

As a result of these liberalizations only about 200 products imported into Australia 
remain subject to licensing restrictions, and the import quotas under these licensing 
controls have been tnereased by 20 per cent. The restrictions reportedly are to remain 
only until some other way is found to provide advance information on the level of im- 
ports of these items. The present restrictions on imports of timber from dollar sources 
will be removed April 1, 1960, and the restrictions on imports of automobiles from dollar 
sources on October 1, 1960 

This action means that the removal of quota restrictions on Australia’s imports is 
yesuary complete. An increase in total imports from the present annual level of about 

1.9 billion to about $2.2 billion is expected to result

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A current picture 
of the widespread operations 
and the ambitious expansion program of the 
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NATIONAL HARBOURS BOARD 


By BRIG. MAURICE ARCHER

ROM an administrative viewpoint, Canadian ports can be classified into 
three categories, namely: ports administered by the Department of Trans- 
port, by Commissions and by the National Harbours Board. The following 
outlines the range of responsibilities of the National Harbours Board in the 
administration of ports in Canada, examines its operation and reviews the 
highlights of the vast expansion of facilities to meet the growing needs of 


ports under its jurisdiction. 


The Board is a federal statutory corporation created as an agency of the 


Crown and charged with the administra- 
tion, management and control of harbours. 
The harbours administered by the Na- 
tional Harbours Board are Halifax and 
Saint John on the Atlantic Seaboard, Chi- 
coutimi on the Saguenay River, Quebec, 
Three Rivers and Montreal on the St. 
Lawrence River, Churchill on Hudson Bay, 
Vancouver on the Pacific Coast, and the 
grain elevators at Prescott and Port Col- 
borne on the Upper St. Lawrence and 
Lake Erie, respectively. 

Fixed assets administered by the Board 
represent at cost an outlay of over $320,- 
000,000. Facilities include 25 miles of 
wharves with 231 deepsea berths and 33 
coastal berths, 91 transit sheds with floor 
space aggregating over 6,700,000 square 
feet, 14 grain elevators with a total stor- 
age capacity of about 52,000,000 bushels, 
3 cold storage warehouses of a capacity 
of 5,100,000 cubic feet, 2 terminal rail- 
ways—at Quebec and Montreal—with a 
total trackage of 84 miles, shore and float- 
ing equipment, workshops, electric power 
and water supply systems, and industrial 
sites, etc.—everything essential to the effi- 
cient and economical operation of the 
ports. 

The Board handles about 80° of Cana- 
dian overseas traffic. Total inward and 
outward cargo in 1959 amounted to 48,- 
668,444 tons (tons weight 2,000 lbs. or 
measurement 40 cu.ft.), about 3.5°% lower 
than the neak year of 1956 when the ton- 
nage went over the 50,000,000 mark. 

After the 1939-45 war, it was obvious 
that a maior program of expansion was 
essential if the nort facilities were to keen 
pace with the fast growing economy of the 
country and were to cater to the demands 
of our customers. Improvements and addi 
tions to the existing facilities should not 





only provide for the normal growth of 
traffic but should envisage the probable 
impact of the St. Lawrence Seaway on 
traffic patterns. 

Any assessment as to the effects of the 
Seaway on the ports under Board juris- 
diction—and for that matter most ports 
in America—was to a large extent a mat- 
ter of conjecture. However, there was in- 
dictated with a degree of certainty a 
change in the method of transportation of 
grain from the Head-of-the-Lakes to the 
St. Lawrence ports. About 65 of the 
grain from the Prairies moves east by rail 
to the Head-of-the-Lakes, i.e., Fort Wil- 
liam and Port Arthur. From there, in the 
past, a major part of the grain destined 
for St. Lawrence ports was transported by 
water to these ports, in a two-stage jour- 
ney. The first one consisted in loading it 
into large lake ships capable of carrying 
about 700,000 bushels. These upper lake 
ships are about 700 feet long, and have a 
draught of 27 feet. They could not, there- 
fore, negotiate the old locks which had a 
maximum depth of 14 feet. Of necessity, 
the grain had to be transhipped at inter- 
mediate elevators—such as Prescott and 
Port Colborne—into smaller vessels known 
as canallers, 250 feet in length having a 
14-foot draught, with a capacity of only 
100,000 bushels. The grain was carried in 
the canallers to the St. Lawrence River 
ports. This constituted the second stage 
of the journey. 

With the St. Lawrence Seaway, it was 
anticipated—and this is what is happening 
today—that this transshipment operation 
would to a large extent cease and grain 
would move in upper lakers directly to St. 
Lawrence ports from the Head-of-the 


Lakes, thereby effecting an economy esti- 
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mated at 3¢ to 5¢ per bushel. To provide 
accommodation and quick despatch to 
these giant ships, substantial improve- 
ments and additions to the grain elevator 
systems of the St. Lawrence ports neces- 
sitated large outlays which will be dis- 
cussed later. 

To meet new demands the Board, there 
fore, launched five years ago a major pro- 
gram of works involving an investment 
upward of $125,000,000, at all ports under 
its jurisdiction. These works will be com- 
pleted in 1961. The whole conception of 
this vast improvement and expansion pro- 
gram is to provide for the normal growth 
of the ports and to adapt the facilities to 
changes in maritime traffic, such as the 
increase in the size of ships, the construc- 
tion of the St. Lawrence Seaway, and to 
modern methods of handling goods. 

The rate of loading and unloading of 
ships is given considerable attention to 
accelerate the turn-around of ships. For 
instance, shedded wharves are provided 
with wide aprons to facilitate the mech- 
anized handling of cargo, transit sheds 
are made wider and without columns on 
the floors for the quick assembling and 
despatch of goods, modern cargo quay 
cranes are being installed on Centennial 
Pier, Vancouver Harbour. 

In selecting construction materials 
primary attention is given to their fire re- 
sistant characteristics. Wharves are solid 
construction, usually of reinforced con- 
crete caisson or steel sheet piling. Transit 
sheds are made of structural steel with 
galvanized iron or aluminum siding. Roof 
slabs are made either of concrete or mill- 
type construction. 

A practical association between top 
engineering and efficient operations is our 
aim in the design of facilities. To this 
end close liaison is maintained with ship- 
ping people, pier operators and port users 
generally.

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Halifax 


Halifax is a natural port with a draught 
of 40 feet at most of its piers. It is open 
to navigation the year round and its lo- 
cation makes it an ideal port-of-call on the 
route to other major ports. Since the 
opening of the St. Lawrence Seaway, sev- 
eral ships called at this port on their 
journey from the Great Lakes to the West 
Indies and South America. Four ships 
have carried grain from the Head-of-the- 
Lakes to Halifax and returned to Montreal 
with a load of gypsum. This is a new 
trend since the opening of the Seaway. On 
several occasions it has been visited by the 
largest ships afloat. The Queen Mary and 
Queen Elizabeth have docked at its Ocean 
Terminal many times and never has the 
slightest difficulty been encountered berth- 
ing at the fine passenger facilities. 

A long and broad new pier of a total 
area of 363,000 square feet was completed 
in 1958. It is known as Pier A-l, can 
berth four ocean ships on the sides and 
one coastal vessel at the outer end. There 
is provision for the construction of four 
modern sheds thereon. To date a 101-foot 
wide clear span shed by 616 feet long, 
known as Shed 34, has been built. Two- 
thirds of the shed is frost proof for the 
storage of cargo requiring protection 
from cold weather in winter. The remain- 
ing area has been paved and is used ex- 
tensively for open areas for cars, steel 
beams and plates, etc., and direct loading 
to railway cars. These areas are so much 
in demand and effective as open berths 
that it is doubtful if other sheds will be 
constructed in the near future. Obviously, 
if the traffic pattern changed, sheds would 
be provided. Another modern shed was 
built on Pier 9. Grain shipping facilities 
have been improved to the extent that the 
shipping rate of grain has been doubled, 
enabling a quick despatch of ships.

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The harbour divided into two main sec- 
tions, the east and the west harbour. 

Greater Saint John is in the midst of 
an industrial boom which increased the 
demand for new port facilities. Besides 
private maritime projects, the 
Board has made substantial investments 
in wharves and transit sheds. The two 
major projects comprise first the complete 
demolition of old wharves on the east side 
of the harbour, which have been replaced 
by a modern quay wall with spacious 
heds and grain loading facilities. This 
facility, Pugsley Terminal, is an impres- 
ive structure over 1,750 feet long that can 
accommodate three large ocean ships at 
one time Second, berths 2-3 on the west 
ide of the harbour were extended to pro- 
vide additional shedded berths and 
additional grain loading facilities. The 
number of grain loading berths 
attractive for both tramp and 
liner services. In this latter respect, top- 
ping off with parcels of grain of any 
gvrade desired can easily be done. 

The replacement of Long Wharf is on 
the drafting board. It was built in the 
early years of the century. The modern 
layout of the wharf will provide for a 
spacious transit shed and for efficient rail

Chicoutimi 


Chicoutimi has great expectations with 
the rapid growth due to rich mineral de- 
posits of the Great Lake Saint John and 
Chibougamau areas. An oil wharf was 
completed recently. 


Quebec 


Quebec, first major port on the St. 
Lawrence River, has depths of water 
reaching 200 feet in the main channel 
while depths of 35 feet at low tide are 
available at most of the principal berths; 
docking with 40 feet is also available. 

With the advent of the Seaway it was 
anticipated, as explained earlier, that 
large upper lakers would negotiate the 
new Seaway locks and sail the majestic 
St. Lawrence to its main ports. Changed 
methods of transportation of grain with 
the advent of the Seaway brought about 
an extensive program of development of 
St. Lawrence ocean ports to fit them ef- 
ficiently into the Seaway picture. In 
Quebec this consisted of the addition of 
2,000,000 bushels of grain storage and the 
construction of a new berth to accommo- 
date large lakers. 

For general cargo this port has recon- 
ditioned two berths and _ reconstructed 
thereon modern transit sheds. A new oil 
berth was added to serve the tank farms 
along the waterfront. 

The latest venture, now underway, is 
the construction of a berth on the north 
side of the St. Charles River Estuary. 
This development will open a vast indus- 
trial area with deep water at its doorstep. 

If this port has made impressive prog- 
ress during its normal navigation season 
extending from April to late December, it 
has been in the limelight in recent years 
because of winter navigation pioneered 
two years ago by a coastal shipping com- 
pany. Last vear three companies oper- 
ated a coastal service during the winter 
and one ocean ship, of special design for 
winter operation. docked in Quebec in 
January. This winter there have been 
to date 16 ships that have docked in the 
harbour. 


Three Rivers 


The thriving community of Three Rivers 
has a fine ocean port serving not only lo- 
cal industries. but the hinterland that 
reaches in the St. Maurice Valley, renown- 
ed for its huge hydro-electric power and 
other natural resources. This highly in 
dustrialized area uses to a large extent 
the port of Three Rivers for its export 
overseas and into the Great Lakes. To

keep abreast of industrial developments 
and its great potential, two modern tran- 
sit sheds of 55,000 square feet of floor 
area each, unobstructed by columns, were 
erected in the last five years. In addition 
a new deep sea berth for bulk commodi- 
ties was inaugurated last fall. The berth 
has ample depth behind the wharf to store 
large quantities of bulk commodities. 

The grain elevator in Three Rivers is 
owned by a private enterprise. The stor- 
age capacity was expanded two years ago 
and fast unloading equipment was added 
to unload large lakers. 


Churchill 

In a country of the size of Canada with 
its variety of climatic conditions, port op- 
erations vary considerably from one port 
to another. The port of Churchill is open 
to navigation from the end of July to late 
October. It was built in 1930. Progress 
as a port was slow in early years, but 
after the war, traffic increased at an ac- 
celerated pace. In 1959, 59 ocean vessels 
carried close to 21,700,000 bushels of grain 
as compared to 3 ocean vessels carrying 
916,912 bushels in 1939. The elevator ca- 
pacity was doubled in 1956; it is now 5,- 
000,000 bushels. It is the gateway to the 
booming Prairie Provinces. There is be- 
sides the elevator a large transit shed. The 
port is linked with the interior of the 
country by rail and air.

The grain elevators at Prescott and 
Port Colborne were an indispensable link 
in the transhipment of grain from the 
Head-of-the-Lakes to the St. Lawrence 
River ports. The St. Lawrence Seaway 
has caused this role to diminish although 
there is still some important activity in 
this field. The elevators are equipped to 
load grain to ocean ships, a service pro- 
vided for these ships to top off on their 
outward journey from the Lakes. 

Prescott has a great potential as an 
ocean port. A transit shed will be built 
to meet the demands of shippers to over- 
seas destination. Good industrial sites are 
available on the waterfront. 


Montreal 


The port of Montreal is famous as the 
largest inland port in the world. With 
the advent of the Seaway, there has been 
considerable speculation for the last four 
years as to what will be the impact of 
the Seaway on this port located at the 
head of deep sea navigation. It was there- 
fore imperative to examine closely the 
possibilities generated by the Seaway and 
elaborate a program of works which would 
help Montreal harbour maintain its domi- 
nant position. To this end, a major pro- 
gram of additions and improvements in- 
volving expenditures of $57,000,000 was 
initiated in 1956. Except for the con- 
struction of a new ultra-modern grain 
elevator, this program is now finished. The 
program comprised the following distri- 
bution of investments:

The grain elevator system is being ad- 
justed and enlarged to accommodate the 
large lake carriers. Four berths have 
been adjusted to unload these large lakers. 
Unloading and weighing equipment is the 
most recent in modern design. Storage 
capacity of elevators will be increased by 
6,600,000 bushels, or 44%, and both load- 
ing and unloading capacity by about 80%. 

Over two miles of wharves are being 
added to handle grain, bulk commodities 
such as petroleum products, and general 
cargo traffic. 

Total additional shedded floor area will 
be about 600,000 square feet, a net in- 
crease of 23% of floor area. 

New and enlarged channels are being 
dredged to facilitate the operation of 
ships and give access to the many new 
berths.

These will be capable of handling 
all types of bulk cargo, coal, sulphur, ores, 
ete.

cargo tonnage jumped 275.57%, highest in 
the history of the port. Toledo's record can 
be accredited to the preparation made for 
the opening of the St. Lawrence Seaway. 

With veteran Toledo firms—Toledo Ma- 
rine Terminals, Ine., and Toledo Harbor 
Warehousing Corporation—expanding their 
waterfront installations, and the Toledo- 
Lucas County Port Authority developing ad- 
ditional facilities, Toledo was well equipped 
to handle the Seaway traffic. The Port 
Authority developed 28 acres of a 65-acre 
site, near the mouth of the Maumee River 
Two firms leased portions of the site and 
began operations in 1959. A third is ex- 
pected to be in operation this summer. 


Port of 
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Toledo Overseas Terminals, Inc., leased 
the front 5% acres of the Port Authority 
site to build a general cargo facility. Al- 
though the facility opened late in the sea- 
son, business there added substantially to 
the general cargo figures. Industrial Molas- 
ses Corporation leased 4% acres at the rear 
of the site and built a bulk liquid terminal 
capable of storing 6% million gallons. Since 
this was the first time for the importation 
of molasses and fish solubles into Toledo 
in such large quantities, the movement 
added emphasis to overseas cargo increases. 
Ohio Foreign Trade Zone, Inc. will erect 
an installation for long-term warehousing 
on 5% acres behind the new general cargo 
facility. 

In 1960, the Port Authority will continue 
development of its 65-acre site with addi- 
tional berthing spaces and waterfront facil- 
ities.

All registered forwarders have by now received the Recommended Decision of the 
icxaminer. 

You are cautioned that this is only a recommended decision and that the: final deci- 
cision must come from the Board itself. The Board may or may not accept the Examin- 
er’s recommendations. 

The Examiner recommends the reversal of the decision in Docket 657, where it was 
decided that carriers could not, by concerted action, prohibit payment of brokerage or 
limit such payments to less than 14%. 

It is interesting to note the Examiner’s opinion that forwarders are not brokers. 
He defines a broker as one who sells transportation, and would permit no brokerage 
payments for any other service. However, he does recommend that carriers may pay a 
“freight commission” to forwarders who perform three of six specified services. (See 
See. 244.10(e) of Appendix “C”). Since he calls “securing the cargo” a brokerage service, 
this item is omitted in the list of forwarder’s services. 

The Examiner also recommends that all agreements between forwarders or between 
forwarders and carriers must be filed with the Federal Maritime Board, and provides 
for a cease and desist order until filed with and approved by the Board. 

His main recommendations are contained in his proposed revised rules which are 
attached to his recommended decision as Appendix “C.” These rules provide among 
other things that forwarders must file a schedule of minimum fees which must be com- 
pensatory and also provide rules on “accessorial charges.” 

There is also a rule that carriers performing forwarding services must publish in 
their tariffs the rates for such services and that carriers may not perform such services 
free of charge or at less than their direct costs. 

A study of Appendix “C” will give you a good idea of the Examiner’s general 
recommendations. 

The CBFAA Forwarding Committee and counsel are now carefully studying the 
entire decision. Counsel will file exceptions and comments on your behalf before the 
expiration of the allotted time (April 25th). Thereafter will follow oral arguments before 
the Board and eventually the final decision of the Board,

PROPOSED CHANGE IN FOREIGN TAX CREDIT—“GROSS UP” 


Chairman Wilbur D. Mills, Committee on Ways and Means, announced public hearings 
beginning on March 28, 1960, on two bills concerning the so-called “gross up” of foreign 
tax credit 

The announcement states in part: “Under present law, income derived through foreign 
subsidiaries is subject to a simultaneous allowance of both a deduction and a credit 
for the foreign income taxes paid with respect to such income.” (The effect is generally 
that where the foreign tax rate is lower than the U. S. tax rate, the combined foreign 
and U. S. taxes are less than the amount of tax which would be payable on the same 
income earned abroad by a U. 8S. branch.) 

The subject of the hearings will be whether the law should be changed so that “The 
amount of a dividend received from a foreign corporation * * * shall be increased (i.e., 
#zrossed up) by a proportionate part of the foreign taxes paid by such corporation on the 
profits out of which the dividend was paid.” (Under “grossing up” the combined foreign 
and WU. S. tax would always be at least 52%—the U. S. rate.)

GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


GENERAL AGREEMENT ON TARIFFS AND TRADE—The Interdepartmental Com- 
mittee on Trade Agreements has issued formal notice that the United States is con- 
sidering participating in arrangements for the provisional accession of Tunisia to the 
GATT, and for establishing relations between Poland and the GATT closer than the 
observer status now applicable to that country. These arrangements will not involve 
new tariff negotiations between the United States and these two countries. 

These proposals will be discussed at the tariff conference which will convene in 
Geneva next September under the auspices of the GATT. During this conference, however, 
the United States will conduct tariff negotiations with the European Common Market and 
the member countries of European Free Trade Association involving modification in 
rates of duty 

FOOD ADDITIVES AMENDMENT OF 1958—This amendment to the Federal Food, 
Dbrue & Cosmetic Act became effective March 6, 1960. In general, it provides that on and 
after that date, no food additive may be used unless it has been cleared for safety, or 
it has been granted an extension of time The National Council of American Importers 
has a transcript of a meeting held on this subject. This transcript is available at $1.00 
per copy. Also, see March issue of the BULLETIN for further information concerning 
this amendment 


DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING IMPORTED COMMODITIES 


COUNTBRVAILING DUTIES—In May 1953, the Treasury Department imposed a coun- 
tervailing duty on weol tops exported to the United States from Uruguay amounting to 
LS¢ of the sum of the invoice value of the wool tops per se and any dutiable charges 
applicable to such tops. Effective with wool tops exported from Uruguay on and after 
December 30, 1958, this countervailing duty was discontinued with respect to those wool 
tops registered by the Contralor de Exportaciones e Importaciones of Uruguay, and re- 
duced to 6% with respect to those tops not registered with that authority. Now the 
ureau of Customs has issued T.D. 55044 in which it rules that countervailing duties 
hall no longer be collected upon all wool tops exported from Uruguay on and after 
December 17, 1959. 

COTTON MANUFACTURERS—The Bureau of Customs has formally eliminated the 
need for describing cotton manufacturers on import entries and withdrawals in terms 
of the Special Supplement to Schedule A entitled “Statistical Requirements for Reporting 
Imports of Cotton Manufacturers” which became effective July 1, 1957. Now the basis 
for describing cotton manufacturers on import entries and withdrawals (e.g., Customs 
Form 5517, Annex to Special Customs Invoice for Cotton Manufacturers) is the new 
United States Import Duties Annotated For Statistical Reporting,” in effect since Janu- 
ary 1, 1960 

ACTIONS UNDER THE ANTIDUMPING ACT—No Sales At Less Than Fair Value 
After investigating complaints of dumping. the Treasury Department has determined 
that the following are not sold in the United States at less than fair value: (1) felie acid 
from Japan; (2) cornstarch from Belgium.

REPORT ON EXPORT CONTROLS ISSUED 


The value of U. S. nonstrategic goods licensed to Eastern Europe increased sharply 
in the fourth quarter of 1959 to the highest level in 8 years, Secretary of Commerce 
Frederick H. Mueller stated. 

In his 50th report to the President and the Congress covering administration of 
export controls in the fourth quarter of 1959, Secretary Mueller said export licensing to 
Eastern Europe for the quarter under review totaled $30.5 million—almost three times 
the $11.4 million in applications approved in the preceding quarter—and accounting for 
more than half of the $55.9 million in export licenses issued for the area in the whole of 
1959. 


GRACE AND FMB SIGN CONTRACT FOR 3 COMBOS 


Grace Line Inc. and the Federal Maritime Board have signed a contract with the 
jJethlehem Steel Co., Shipbuilding Division, Sparrows Point, Md., for construction of three 
combination cargo-passenger-container vessels, it was announced. Bethlehem’s bid was 
$16,968,000 for each of three commercial vessels on a fixed price basis. The addition of 
national defense features for $49,000 and certain alternate price items of $526,660 for 
each ship increases the total cost to $52,630,980 for the three vessels, excluding certain 
additional costs which will be for sole account of the owner. The first ship is to be 
delivered within 790 calendar days, the second within 851, and the third within 943. 

A construction-differential subsidy of 50 per cent will be paid by the Government, 
based on an estimated cost of $8,450,000 per ship if built in West Germany as the repre- 
sentative low cost shipbuilding center. Construction subsidy may be paid by the Gov- 
ernment under the law on ships built for U. S. foreign trade to enable U. S. shipyards 
to compete with lower cost foreign yards, thus providing work for shipyard labor and 
assuring a nucleus of U. S. yards for use in emergency. Grace Line has also applied for 
Federal Ship Mortgage Insurance on these ships. 

The ships are to be built for service from the U. 8S. East Coast to the West Coast 
of South America on U. S. Essential Foreign Trade Route No. 2. They represent another 
step in the company’s agreement with the Federal Maritime Board to build 33 vessels to 
replace the Grace Line fleet at a total cost of almost half a billion dollars. Two passenger 
ships, the SANTA ROSA and SANTA PAULA, have been completed and are now in service.

DRAW BACK—SUBSTITUTION—WOOL 


Section 313(b), Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, was further amended by the Act of 
August 18, 1958 (T.D. 54670), to extend substitution under the prescribed conditions to 
all classes of merchandise used in the manufacture or production of articles for expor- 
tation with benefit of drawback. 

The following grades of imported and domestic wools are of the same kind and 
quality within the meaning of section 313(b), as amended, and, within their respective 
grades, may be “substituted” on the basis of their clean content: 


(a) Imported wools named in paragraph 1101(a) of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, 
in the grease or washed, and similar imported and domestic wools without merino or English 
blood, in the grease or washed. 

(b) Imported and domestic wools, in the grease or washed, not finer than 408, which are 
not covered by the preceding paragraph. 

(c) Imported and domestic 448 wool in the grease or washed 

(d) Imported and domestic wools in the grease or washed, finer than 448 but not finer 
than 488 

Imported and domestic wools in the grease or washed, finer than s but not finer 


Imported and domestic wools in the grease or washed, finer than 548 but not finer 
than 58s 
(g) Imported and domestic wools in the grease or washed, finer than 58s but not finer 
than 628 
(h) Imported and domestic wools in the grease or washed, finer than 62s. 


Wools, scoured, sorted or matched, or on the skin, carry different rates of duty from 
wool of the same grade when in the grease or washed. Each class which carries a dif- 
ferent rate of duty must be dealt with separately, but the foregoing table may be 
applied to each such class within its class. For example, 44s wools, scoured, are of the 
same kind and quality: 44s wools, sorted or matchings, if not scoured (excluding 44s 
wools merely in the grease or washed) constitute another group for purposes of same 
kind and quality; and, similarly, with respect to wools finer than 54s but not finer than 
58s, scoured, and so on through the various subdivisions as set forth in the above table 
according to whether the wools are classifiable under the tariff act as scoured, sorted 
or matched, or on the skin. 

Such imported and domestic wools of the respective classes may be accounted for 
on the basis of their clean content. The clean content of the imported wools designated 
will have been determined for duty purposes. A record of such clean content determina- 
tion shall be maintained as a part of the drawback records of the manufacturers or 
producers and drawback claimants. The clean content of the domestic wools “substi- 
tuted” shall be established by commercial methods permitting an accurate comparison 
of the clean content of the domestic wools with the clean content of the imported wool 
“designated” and precluding the allowance of drawback in an amount greater than 
would have been allowable had the exported articles actually been manufactured from 
such imported wool. Adequate records of the clean content of such domestic wool shall 
be maintained to permit verification by the Customs Service. 

Sectic 313 requires that when two or more wool products result during the manu- 
facture of articles for exportation with benefit of drawback, the drawback shall be 
distributed to all such products in accordance with their relative values at the time of 
separation. The manufacturer or producer shall maintain records showing the quantity 
and clean content of the wool (whether imported and/or domestic) actually used in the 
manufacture of the exported articles and the quantity and value at the time of separa- 
tion of each product obtained. [T.D. 55038.]

EYEGLASS FRAMES—MARKING 


It has come to the attention of the Bureau that eyeglass frames, imported in plastic 
containers marked with the country of origin of the frames, are sometimes removed from 
the containers before the frames reach the ultimate purchasers in the United States. The 
Bureau believes that eyeglass frames, imported separately, should be legibly and con- 
spicuously marked with the English name of the country of origin by means of die stamp- 
ing or some similar method unless one or more of the exceptions from marking provided 
for under section 304 of the tariff act are applicable. 

If the frames will reach the manufacturer of finished eyeglasses in unopened con- 
tainers, the marking of the containers with the country of origin of the frames will be 
sufficient under section 304(a)(3)(D), Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, and the marking of 
the individual frames will not be required. There is a possibility that frames may also 
be excepted from marking under the provisions of section 304(a)(3)(G) or (H) if the 
importer intends to convert the frames into finished glasses. 

In determining whether or not an exception from marking is applicable we do not 
believe that opticians or optometrists should be considered as manufacturers of eyeglasses. 
Opticians ordinarily display a selection of frames to the purchaser of glasses and the 
purchaser selects the frame he desires before the lenses are inserted. The country of 
origin of the frames should be indicated at the time the selection is made. In the future 
those eyeglass frames destined for sale to opticians or optometrists shall be required to 
be individually marked with the country of origin (C/L 3115.)

TARIFF DESIGNATION IMPLYING USE 


In the case of United States v. The Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Co., a/c United China 
& Glass Company, the United States Court of Customs and Patent Appeals held in a de- 
cision dated July 10, 1959, published at C.A.D. 719, that certain so-called after-dinner 
coffee cups and saucers, shown not to have been chiefly used as tableware at the time of 
importation, were classifiable as decorated chinaware other than tableware under para- 
212, Tariff Act of 1930.

It was based on the Orchard and Garden Diseases Act of 1928 and 1952, the Intro- 
duction of Plants Act of 1927, the Seeds Importation Act of 1927 and the Plant Quarantine 
Regulations 1957/196 effective September 25, 1957, which consolidate and amend the 
Orchard and Garden Diseases Act of 1928. Although it was believed to be correct and 
complete at the time of preparation, it is not to be interpreted as legally authoritative.

numerous luxury and semi-luxury type goods. Similar restrictions applying to imports 
of radios, phonographs and television receivers have recently been lifted. These consulta- 
tions do not involve any revision or modification of the existing bilateral Trade Agreement.
